With ruthless disregard for the wel- 
fare of the soldiers enlisted under the 
banner of J. Eads How and Cora D. 
Harvey, the State Board of Examiners 
for Barbers ordered the two St. Louis 
barber colleges to close their doors. 

Tuesday is the last day for free 
shaves. Wednesday the college shops 
have to close, 

No more will the verdant youth from 
Frog Pond and Possum Trot be permit- 
ted to tickle the chin of‘a St. Louis 
tramp with a razor. 

There will be fewer calls for arnica 
from Eighth and Market streets and 





Eleventh and Pine streets, where college |: 


barbers, trying to learn the art of shav- 
ing and hair cutting in six weeks, have 
been long practicing in the luxurious al- 
falfa crops of a horde of Weary Willies. 

Both the barber colleges were found 
guilty of accepting pay from the hoboegr 
for the sort of shaves handed out by 
the young men who tre“dile a razor with 
as much force, and considerably less 
skill, than they did a grubbing hoe on 
the farm. 

Therefore they orderéd the St. Louft 
Barber College at 710 Market street, and 
the Moler Barber College at 1100 Pine 
street to discontinue business in this 
city. 

The St. Louis college was found guilty 
of opérating an unsanitary shop and 
charging its customers for service. The 
Moler college, owned by a wealthy Chi- 
cagoan, was found guilty of failure to 
keep one licensed barber for each ten 
students, collecting fees and displaying 
a sign other than the college sign.

Attorney Must. Show Judge 
Grimm Why He Should

Attorney Harry M. Walsh, who was 
defeated for the office of Circuit At- 








jtorney by Seebert G. Jones in the last 


regular election, has been cited to ap- 
pear before Judge J. Hugo Grimm in 
the criminal division of the Circuit 
Court next Friday to show cause why 
he should not be debarred from prac- 
ticing in that court for six months. 

Walsh was defending Joseph Pieski, a 
member of ‘‘Egan’s Rats,’’ charged with 
attempting ‘to vote fraudulently in the 
Third Ward. Horace G. Beedle, secre- 
tary of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, was on the stand to identify 
the judges and clerks. 

“Is it not a fact that some , judges 
and clerks were appointed illegally?’ 
Walsh asked. 

“Well, Mr. Walsh,’”’ Judge Grimm in- 
terrupted, “‘are you going to try to ex- 
cuse your client because a judge or 
clerk might have been appointed ‘ille- 
gally?’’ id 

“Are you prosecuting this case, Your 
Honor?’’. Walsh queried. 

The colloquy was dropped for the time 
being, but when Pieski was sentenced 
to serve five years by a jury Tuesday, 
Walsh became angry. Turning to As- 
gistant Circuit Attorney Rudolph, he 
announced loudly: 

“Well, I'm not going to try any more 
cases in this court.” 

“Tell your troubles to the judge,”’ 
Rudolph replied, ‘perhaps he'll ar- 
range the docket to suit you.” 

And Walsh did, hence the citation by 
Judge Grimm to show cause why he

Members of the Shippers’ Committee, 
organized several months ago to advo- 
cate the passage of the Terminal As- 
sociation’s Ranken tract ‘bill without 
requiring the abolition of the arbitrary, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
that the Joint Conference . Commii- 
tee should have the united support 
of the business interests of St. Louis 
in its demand for the complete aboli- 
tion of the arbitrary. 

The first committee was comprised of 
Murray Carleton, George W. Simmons, 
Edward Devoy, Edward M. Flesh, 
Charles A. Stix, George H. Allan and 
Cc. D. Gregg. 


‘If the bridge arbitrary is abolished 


St. Louis will see a great boom,” said 
Edward Devoy, president of the Devoy 
& Kuhn Coal Cc... “It. goes . without 


~ 


saying that i wish to see the arbitrary 
abolished. 

“If the railroads can abolish the ar- 
bitrary they ought to say so, If. they 
cannot they ought to say so. Then let 
the question be settled on a business 
basis, without regard to legislation for 
extension of terminal facilities. 

Word “Arbitrary” Obnoxious. 

“The word ‘arbitrary’ is obnoxious. 
It is hurting St. Louis. All shippers 
want to get the luwest possible rates, 
but do not want the railroads to work 
for nothing. I want both the railroads 
and the city to have a ‘square deal.’ 

‘T think the railroads ought to do 
what is right by St. Louis and remeve 
all of this feelfng that kéeps the com- 
munity in a constant state of agitation. 
I kfiow that termina! facilities are bad- 
ly needed. I hope the committee that 
is working on the question now suc- 
ceeds in removing the arbitrary, and 
that the legislation needed for the im- 
provement of the terminal facilities will | 
be speedily granted. 

“Then St. Louis will take on new 
life, and there will be a great develop- 
ment in all, lines of business.’’ 

Calls for Citizens’ Support. 

Charles A. Stix of the Grand-Leader 
said: “The elimination of the arbitrary 
will certainly be of enormous value to 
St. Louis. The present committee, rep- 
resenting the entire commercial and 
manufacturing interests of St. Louis, 
should have the loyal support of every 
citizen of the community in its demand 
for the removal of the abritrary.”’ 

Edward M. Flesh, vice-president of the 
Albers Commission Co., said: “I will 
be glad to render the Shippers’ and Mu- 
nicipal Committee all the assistance. I 
can in demanding the removal of the 
arbitrary. 

‘Tt would be a great thing for St. 
Louis. This agitation is creating a senti- 
ment against St. Louis that does more 
harm than the arbitrary itself. 

“I am sure the committee of which 

Mr. Sawyer is chairman will have the 
enthusiastic support of all St. Louis 
shippers. I am confident however, that 
the committee will succeed. It is my 
understanding of the situation that the 
Municipal Bridge and Terminals Com- 
mission did everything in ite power to 
have the arbitrary removed. 
“It seems to me the question is one 
for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to deal with. I hope the commit- 
tee succeeds in accomplishing its pur- 
poses.” 

George H. Allan, general manager of 
the William Barr Dry Goods Co., said he 
did not wish to discuss the matter. Sim- 
mons and Gregg are out of the city. A 
Post-Dispatch reporter was unable to 


reach Murray Carleton to get an ex- 


pression from him. 

Advocated Ranken Bill. 
All members of this committee strong- 
ly advocated the passage of the Ranken 


tract bill, and circulated petitions among 


shippers. They also appeared before the 
Municipal Assembly and advocated the 
passage of the Dill. 

The attitude of the members of the 
committee is in line with the Post- Dis- 


patch editorial of Monday urging all 


the interests of St. Louis to get togeth- 
er and support the Shippers’ and Mu- 
nicipal Committee in its demand for the 
abolition of the arbitrary. 

The second conference between the 
Shippers’ and Municipal Committee on 
Bridge Arbitrary and the officials of the 
railroads owning the Terminal Associa- 
tion will be held Wednesday.

Miss Jane Addams, upon whom John 
Burns, M. P., conferred the title of “‘the 
jonly saint America has produced,’’ pre- 
dicted at the Jefferson Hotel Tuesday 
that destitution, like the black plague, 
will- be eventually abolished. She is in 


St. Louis to attend the National Con-. 


ference of Charities and Corrections, of 
whith she is president. As the soul of 
the famous Hull House in Chicago, she 
is known wherever settlement work is 
dene in the world. 

To one meeting Miss Addams for the 
first time, her attitude of detachment 
from external things, which might be 
mistaken for impassiveness, causes 
wonder that she has been able to im- 
press herself so powerfully upon that 
outside world from which she seems 
temperamentally te withdraw herseif. 

Her .unconsctous posture is that of 
the dreamer. She sits while one is 
speaking to her with her head bowed 
pensively, and her air is that of listen- 
ing alertly to some inner voice. At the 
challenge of a direct question her spirit 
sallies forth with what seems a gentle 
reluctance, engages for a bright moment 
with the difficulty, and immediately 
withdraws into its fastnesses. 

Her favorite photograph is the well- 
known one in profile, with the head 
bent and the eyes grave with medita- 
tion. 

Her Face Is Calm. 

Although Miss Addams has chosen hu- 
man woe as her constant cempanion, a 
resplendent calm is upon her face, and 
at moments of her abstraction induces 
a hush in those who watch her. Though 
she has lived for years with suffering 
as her neighbor, her eyes are not mourn- 
ful, and her countenance has not lost, 
but gained, in sweetness. 

Her brewn hair, touched with gray, 
is brushed back simply, baring her wide 
forehead. Her figure is stout, her gray 
skirt and somber silk waist are of the 
plainest mode, and she wears no orna- 
ments. 

But despite her habitual inner with- 
drawal, her mind flashes out eagerly 
when one broaches the subjects nearest 
her interest. Questions concerning wom- 
an suffrage and the opportunities of rich 
women for philanthropy found her men- 
tally unmoved, but an inquiry concern- 
ing the eventual abolition of destitution 
brought @ response which explained her 
success in the active, practical world in 
which she seems half an exile. 

“There is no more reason for destitu- 
tion in the world,” she flamed, “than 
there is for the black Plague. As this 
pestilence has been st 
the ether be. reir eating Ponti 

“I do net mean that there will be a 
time when men and women will not work 
and work hard with their hands. The old 
idea that the body is base, and its ce- 
rollary, that work with the hands is dis- 
graceful, are not accepted in modern 
times. Our system of manual training 
schools is preparing hundreda of thou- 
sands of workers with the hands, who 
are proud of their handicrafts. 

“Disease and crime are .caused by 
neglect. in childhood, according to our 
belief. The same negiect isthe chief 
cause of poverty. With better care of 
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training, we shal) enable them to earn 
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tion, and in time tend to deprive the 
world of its indispensable working 
classes. 

“I do not think so,” she replied. 





“Machinery is being perfected to do 
the lowest forms of drudgery, and from 
this man witlil be sooner or later eman- 
cipated. But the new education teach- 
es workers pride in the skill of their 
hands, and that manual labor is quite 
as dignified as mental toil.’ 

Speaking of St. Louis, Miss Addams 
said she had heard that this city has 
relatively a small district which might 
be called slums. 

“But unsightly districts and destitu- 
tion are almost inevitablie,’’ she-contin- 
ued, ‘“‘in cities as large as St. Louis. 
T have not investigated conditions here 
since the World’s Fair. Then, along the 
river front, I feund houses in which 
three out of four were dark. I under- 
stand they have been demolished. With 
gcod building regulations, strictly en- 
forced, much of the slum evil may be 
abated, in the direction of sanitation, 
lighting and ventilation.’ 

Miss Addams will deliver the presi- 
dent's address at the opening of the 
charities’ convention Thursday night at 
the Odeon. Gov. Hadley and Mayer 
Kreismann will be present. 


SOLAR HALO, PHENOMENON OF 
ARCTICS, SEEN IN NEW ORLEANS 


Rainbow Ring Around the Sun 
Causes Entire City to Gaze 


for Hours. 


NEW ORLEANS, May 17.—All New 
Orleans stopped work this morning at 
10 o’clock until noon to gaze at a phe- 
nomenon hitherto unknown in this part 
of the United States, a solar halo. 


The halo around the sun resembled 
a rainbow and completely circled Old 
Sol. The streets were crowded with 
thousands of curious gazers. Many of 
them were frightened, associating the 
sun's ornament with Halley’s comet. 

Weather bureau officials quickly is- 
sued a bulletin to allay fears, stating 
the phenomenon was caused by the 
sun’s rays being attracted to very high 
clouds formed of ice ¢rystals. This is 
eften witnessed In the Arctic region, but 
never here before so far as known.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—Frederick M. 
Kerby, whom Secretary Ballinger dis- 
charged yesterday for publishing confi- 
dential information of the department, 
on the stant today before the Ballinger- 
Pinchot Investigating Committee under- 
took to justify his action as the fulfill- 
ment of a public duty, outweighing the 
loyalty he owed to Ballinger. 

Kerby calmly underwent the ordeal to 
which the Republican members of the 
committee subjected him. He insisted 
that there was no impropriety in what 
he had done, declaring that if Secre- 
tary Ballinger had responded to the 
call of Brandeis for the “Lawler memo- 
randum” it would have been unneces- 
sary for him to take the course he did 
to get the information before the com- 
mittee. 

Kerby said his former chief, ex-Sec- 
secretary to Director of the Census Du- 
ford Pinchot’s home in this city last 
February that it was his duty to tell 
the facts if he was called on to do so. 
It was on that occasion, he said, that 
he had first told Garfield and Pinchot of 
the memorandum in the presence of At- 
torney Brandeis, to whom he had later 
mentioned that he knew it to be Bal- 
linger’s purpose to supplant Director 
Newell of the reclamation service with 
R. H. Thompson of Seattle. 

When the first call for the memoran- 
dum came to the department, Kerby 
said, Stenographer Massey, who also 
assisted Assistant Attorney-General 
Lawler in preparing his memorandum 
for the President, said to Private Secre- 
tary Carr: 

“You know what that means, don’t 
you?” 

Carr’s reply, according to Kerby was:

Lacked 40 Votes at Confer- 
ence of Church in Ashe- 
ville, N. C. 





The Rev. W. Ff. McMurry, former >as- 


tor of Centenary Church, St. Louls, was 
defeated for the office of bishop at the 
general conference of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church, South, at Asheville, 
N. C.,. Tuesday, according to dispatches. 

While Dr. McMurry polled a strong 
vote on early ballots, he never attained 
the number. necessary to elect him to 
any of the seven vacancies successively 
filled in the college of bishops. 

With the election of the Rev. J. H. 
McCoy of Birmingham, Ala., as the 
seventh and last of the new bishops, the 
college was filled. The others elected 
bishops were Dr. Collins Denny of 
Nashville, Dr. John C. Kilgo of Dur- 
ham, N. C.; Dr. W. B. Murrah of Jack- 
son, Miss., the Rev. W. R. Lambuth of 
Tennessee, the Rev. BH. D. Mouzon andi 
the Rev. R. G. Waterhouse of Virginia. 

Complimentary votes were given to 
the Rev. Dr. C. H. Briggs of Spring- 
field, Mo., the Rev. W. H. Winton of 
Morrisville, Mo., the Rev. C. M. Bishop 
of Columbia, Mo.. and the Rev. W. P. 
McClure of Nevada, -Mo. 

McMurry’s vote by ballots was: First, 
102; second, 109; third, 105; fourth, 91; 
fifth, 36; sixth, 36. The delegates from 
the St. Louis district, in which Dr. Mc- 
Murry is enrolled, though he now lives 
in Louisville, stood by him strongly. 


Oontroversy Prejudiced Voters, 

The belief is generally entertained at 
Asheville and by St. Louis observers 
of the proceedings there that Dr. Mc- 
Murry was defeated because of the per- 
conal controversy in which he recently 
became involved with the Rev. W. F. 
Andrews of Houston, Tex. Dr. An- 
drews was Dr. McMurry’s successor in 
the pastorate of Centenary Church. 

Dr. McMurry learned last winter 
that Dr. Andrews had repeated cer- 
tain feports concerning McMurry, 
which Andrews had heard while at 
Centenary. McMurry obtained affi- 
davits in contradiction of the reports 
and going to Texas obtained an 
apology and retraction from Andrews. 
Later Andrews heard that McMurry 
had spoken slightingly of :-him and 
had spoken of his visit to Houston as 
a “skunk killing” expedition. 


Andrews thereupon notified Mc- 
Murry that he withdrew his retrac- 
tion and apology. Matters were still 
in an unsettled state when Andrews 
and his brother, the Rev. A. L. An- 
drews of Dallas, went to the confer- 
ence at Asheville, Reports from 
Asheville are that Andrews has car- 
ried on no open fight against McMur- 
ry there and that the two have given 
indications that they were on speak- 
ing terme.

Gay Colors Make Them 
Bright, New York Woman

Stylish Garment, She Says, 
Turn Vicious Children Into 
Loveable Angels. 


Ugly clothes will do more to dull 
the sensibilities of children than al- 
most anything else, according to Mrs. 


Anna A. Covill, agent of the New 
York Children’s Aid Society, who 
spoke at the conference on the Edu- 
cation of Backward, Truant and De- 
linquent Children in the Board of 
Education building Tuesday. 

“It costs parents no more to dress 
their children in pleasing colors than 
in ugly clothes that dull their sensi- 
bilities,” Mrs, Covill declared. “I have 
reclaimed many children from dull 
and stupid lives by dressing them in 
bright, pretty colors. 

“Not long ago a little girl was sent to 
me. She would tear her clothes to 
pleces. She was dull, stupid and took 
no interest in anything. 

“One day, in despair, I dressed her in 
a white dress with lace trimmings, ex- 
pecting: her to tear it to pieces in a little 
while. To my delight and surprise she 
was greatly pleased. That little dress 
was her first joy. She developed won- 
derfully thereaiter, and in a few months 
became a perfectly normal child. 


Cites Another Case. 

“Then came a boy 3 years old. John- 
ny was a terror. He had been rescued 
from the streets by the New York Fire 
Department. He would scream, bite, 
kick and take no interest in anything. 

“I gave him a last summer’s hat, 
trimmed with red roses. His eyes 
brightened, he laughed, took a new in- 
terest in everything, and wore that hat 
three weeks before I could get it away 
from him. Then I bought him a new 
suit. That suit was the key to his 
heart, He strutted around in it like a 
king. In a few weeks he was tractable 
and everybody’s pet, as bright a child 
as can be found anywhere. 

“People make a great mistake by not 
getting their children the prettiest 
clothes they can afford. 

“The child is as dependent upon the 
love of the parent or teacher as the 
flower is upon light and air. A loving 
smile and a gentle word will often 
awaken a sympathetic little heart to a 
new life. 

“Children should be made to take an 
interest in life. They should have their 
own things, their own clothes, play- 
things, and box or corner where toys 
and dolls can be secure from intrusion.”’ 

Miss Beulah Kennard, president of the 
Pittsburg Playgrounds .ssociation, ad- 
vicated baseball and other strenuous 
games for girls. 

“Our girls are being raised to be 
ashamed of play,” she said. “They 
want to grow up right away and look 
forward eagerly to the day in their 
teens when they can wear long dresses 
and have a beau. 

“It is much better for girls to rival 
each other in baseball, races or other 
sports than in rivaling each other in 
the number of pretty hair ribbons they 
own.”’ 

Miss Kennard declared the danger line 
in a girl’s life was after she entered her 
teens. She said that basket ball, when 
played by girls themselves, was to be 
encouraged, but she declared girls’ 
teams should never play with boys’ 
teams. She said that baseball does more 
to drive away evil thoughts than class 
studies. When a girl plays spontane- 
cusly she is beginning to grow mentally 
and physically, she said. 

Mrs. Amigh, superintendent of the 
Girls’ Training Schoo] at Geneva, IIl., 
declared that the industria! and reform 
schools do not get all their girls from 
the poor families, but that many of them 
come from the homes of the rich. 

“Parents are dodging work and re 
sponsibilities nowadays and inatilling 
the same spirit into their children,” she 
declared. ‘“‘Many families move into 
apartments and hotels to get away from 
work. Their children are brought up 
in idleness, and with nothing to do 
they get into mischief. The rich are ag 
much responsible for the dependent and 
‘criminal children as the poor.

A thoroughly competent staff of 
astronomers will be on hand to observe 
the faintest action of the celestial vis- 
itor. 

Among the scientists on the hill will 
be Edward C. Pickering, director of the 
observatory; Prof. O. C. Wendell, Prof. 
S. I. Bailey, Staff Photographer E. 8. | 
King, Assistant Photographer Leon 
Campbell, Assistant F. L. Bowie and 
an able corps of astronomical assist- 
ants. The staff will be placed at dif- 
ferent points about the observatory 
grounds best suited for viewing the 
comet, 

The exact hour at which the earth 
will pass through the tail of the comet 
will be at 10:50 p. m. and the transitien 
will continue until 11:48 p.m. Instru- 
ments will be set to catch any possible 
effect that the transition will cause. 


Expect te See Meteors. 

Prof. Pitkering and his staff do not 
expect any startling results when the 
earth passes through the tail of the 
comet other than a possible glow in the 
sky and the falling of a few meteors or 
falling stars. 

The eastern section of the United 
States will not be a very good place 
to observe the passing of the comet’s 
tail. The people of Japan and Pa- 
cific Ocean islanders will have 4 fine 
view of ft, according to the Harvard 


the comet will completely cover the 
surface of the sun, but not enough to 
obstruct all of its light. If there are 
any solids or semi-solids, masses larger 
than 10 miles in diameter in tlic head 
of the comet, they will be visible on 
their passage across the sun as small 
black spots to these islanders. 
Tail ef Comet Intangible, 

The tail of the comet is one hundred 
times rarer than the atmosphere. It 
will be possible for the astronomers to 
see and even photograph the stars al- 
rectly through the tail of the comet. 

Commencing tomorrow the comet will 
set about the same time as the sun 
and will be unavailable for photograph- 
ing purposes until May 24. Then some 
exceptionally fine negatives of the comet 
with its tail are expected to be obtained 
in the evening sky. 

One remarkable thing about the ac- 
tions of the comet will be the direct 
shift of its tail, in the short interval 
of: one day. Tomorrow the tail of the 
comet will extend from the eastern 
horizon westward, but on Thursday the 
tail will extend directly opposite from 
the western horizon eastward.

QUEST IN TWO CITIES 





Parents Suspect ‘White 
Slave” Agents May Be 
Responsible. 





The disappearance of Marie Louise 
Hinckley, 15 years old, between her 
home at 715 Veronica avenue, East 
St. Louls, and the Horace Mann 
School, four blocks distant, caused a 
search to be begun by the police of 
East St. Louis and St. Louis Tuesday, 
24 hours after the gir] was last seen 
by her mother, Mrs. Walter R. 
Hinckley. 

She told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday that she feared her daugh- 
ter had been kidnaped by “white 
slave” traders, as she knew of no 
other explanation for her disappear- 
ance. The girl was not unhappy at 
home, had no boy associates, so far 
as her parents know, and was not 
dressed suitably to go any distance, 
having no hat. 

While the family lives in one of the 
best residence districts of East St. 
Louis, the father, a bookkeeper, has 
not sufficient means to make it 
seem likely that the girl is helq for 


a ransom. 
“White Slave” Men Feared. 
Marie Louise Hickiey is large for her 


age and has the appearance of being 17 
years old. These facts were mentioned 
by Mrs. Hinckley as supporting her con- 
clusion that the girl might have been 
kidnapéd by some of the men or women 
against whom the Federal Government 
lately has been waging war in East 8t. 
Louis, 

The East Side police hesitated to ac- 
cept this theory, as they could hardly 
conceive that the ‘‘white slave’’ traders 
would have been so bold as to steal a 
girl by daylight in the vicinity of the 
High School. The police suggested that 
the girl might have run away, or that 
some unaccountable accident might have 
befallen her. 

Marie Louise was an eighth-grade pu- 
pil in the Mann School, Tenth street, 
near Summit avenue, adjoining the High 
School Building. 

She left her home at 8:30 a. m. Mon- 
day, expecting, as her mother supposes, 
to reach the school building before 8:45. 
As she reached the gate she waved her 
hand to her mother, and called her reg- 
ular “Good-by!” Just before leaving the 
house, she had been playing the piano. 

At noon, when the girl did not return 
for lunch, Mrs. Hinckley telephoned to 
the school to find out what Rad detained 
her. She was told that no one at the 
school had seen her daughter. 

Mrs. Hinckley notified her husband, 
who.is employed by a firm at the Na- 
tioned Stockyards, and he suggested 
that she might have gone to the home of 
a married sister in St. Louis. Inquiry 
showed that the sister had not seen her. 

Police CaHled Into Quest. 

Hinckley then requested the St. Louis 
police to look for the girl. The same 
request was made of the East. side po- 
lice Tyesday, after the parents had 
spent a sleepless night. 

“I have brought up a large family, 
and she was the youngest,” said Mrs. 
Hinckley Tuesday. 

*“T do hot believe she has run away. 
She was somewhat headstrong at times, 
but there was no trouble which would 
cause her to leave home. She always 
stayed at home when not at school, and 
she never had company.” 

She described the missing girl as 5 
feet 9 inches tall, weighing 125 pounds, 
and having black hair, brown eyes with 
leng, dark lashes, and good color. She 
wore a school dress, of what color Mrs, 
Hinckley does not remember, black low 
rshoes and a long gray coat, and was 
hatless. 

Prof. O. H. Kimmel, principal of 
the Mann School, said Tuesday that 
he had been unable to find anyone 
who saw the girl after she left home 
Monday morning. “She was a good 
pupil,” he said, “her deportment was 
excellent, and I never saw her in the 
company of any man or boy.”

FIXING _WAGE SCALE 





It Is Expected That the Men 
Will Agree to Terms 
Wednesday. 





St. Louis coal dealers are expecting 
the coal miners’ strike in Illinois to be 
settled at Peoria Wednesday. A com- 
mittee composed of nine operators and 
nine representatives of the miners’ union 
is holding daily sessions and is said to 
be not far from an agreement. 

The strike has been settled in Western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Iowa and practical- 
ly in Indiana. The miners received an 
increase everywhere and it is expected 
they will get a substantial increase in 
Illinois. As the result of the expected 
increase in wages, St. Louls consumers 
probably will have to pay a little higher 
rates for their coal. 

The. situation in St. Louis is becoming 
serious. For that reason coal men and 
manufacturers are very eager to have 
the strike settled. Soft coal has in- 
creased from $1.50 to $2 a ton since the 
strike and it is hard to get now at the 
advanced prices. 

But: for the fact that the Kentucky 
mines were able to supply the St. 
Louis demand there would have been a 
serious soft coal famine. Local dea)- 
ers have been able to buy from day to 
day a sufficient quantity of coal to sup- 
ply their customers but they do not 


they will have to pay for it. 

Soft coal is now selling at $3.2 and 
$3.50 a ton. The same grade of coal 
could have been bought here before the 
strike from $1.75 to $2 a ton. .The in- 
creased cost of fuel has been a great 
hardship on the big consumers. An- 
other advance according to the coal 
men, will result in the shut down of 
many factories. 

“The miners are ‘entitled to an in- 
crease in wages,’’ said Edward Devoy, 
one of the largest dealers in St. Louis. 
“A coal miner will eat as much in one 
day as an ordinary man will in four. 
The high cost of provisions falls heav- 
ily upon him. 

“If the miners had regular work their 
old wage scale would be ample. But 
they do not work every day. Even if 
they got four or five days’ work a week 
at the old schedule they could live well. 

“The increase paid in Western Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, IoWa and Indiana indl- 
cates that the Illinois operators will 
grant it. The coal operators here are 
eager for a settlement of the strike, so 
that normal conditions in the business 





may be restored.”

One of Injured Men Loses 
an Arm and Another Is 
Blown Through Wall. 


When a big tank of carbide gas ex- 
ploded early Tuesday, injuring 12 men 
and shaking every house in Granite 
City, 500 men, night employes of the 
Cémmonwealth foundry, ran into the 





_ [atreet, crying in a half-dozen languages: 


“The comet! The comet! The end 


“lof the world has come!’’ 


As the explosion eccurred only 15 min- 
utes before the men’s quitting time, 6 
a. m., their foremen did not succeed 
in getting them back into the shop. 


~~ After seeing the wreck of the tank- 


house and realizing that the explosion 
was one which might have occurred at 
any other time, the men became more 
calm and went home. AM 

George Cosoff was fatally injured, it 
is believed, and Parise Matsie, aged 
18, was severely hurt. Both are at the 
Granite City Hospital. 

Matsie’s left arm was shattered at 
the shoulder and was almost torn from 
his body, so that amputation probably 
will be necessary. 

Cosoff inhaled the gas, and was bieed- 
ing at the lungs when taken to the hos- 
pital. 
brick wall. 

Dr. Niedringhaus, the company’s phy- 
sician, treated 10 other men, who were 
cut, bruised and burned. He made no 
record of their names. 

The gas tank, 10 feet high and seven 
feet in circumference, stood in a small 
brick shed just outside the chipping 
department of the foundry. It supplied 
the gas used in welding steel in the 
chipping department. 

Cosoff, in charge of the tank, Senn 
shortly before 5:45 a. m. Tuesday that 
the pressure of gas was too strong and 
went to the tank house to regulate it. 

What happened there to cause the 
explosion, no one has been abie to de- 
termine. A moment after he had en- 
tred, a mighty blast sent the walis of 
the brick shed crashing down, with 
Cosoff amid the debris. A part of the 
wall fell on Matsie, who was so near 
the shed that the force of the blast 
struck his body. : 

The explosion was heard for miles. 
Dishes were rattled not only in Granite 
City. homes, but in houses all over the 
colntryside. 

The men standing nearest to the 
wrecked shed were thrown from their 
feet, and some were severely burned by 
the hot metal with which they had 
been working. 

At the bottom of the gas tank was a 
heavy mass of carbides, whose chem- 
ical treatment produces the gas. These 
carbides were thrown high into the air, 
but fell at a place where they struck 
no one. 

The work of the department was 
stopped by the loss of the gas supply, 
and preparations for building a new 
tank were begun at once.

The 
Garrick was crowded to the doors. 
There seemed to be the keenest ap- 
preciation of the evening’s offering. 
I saw no reason to doubt the com- 
plete surrender of the big audience 
to the glamor of the world’s greatest 
love story set in all its spiritual 
chastity upon a modern stage. 

Nor is it likely that the theater of 
today may witness a worthier treat- 
ment of Shakspeare’s splendid dream- 
| ing than that now submitted to St. 
Louis playgoers—not even in London, 
where three magnificent Shakspear- 
ean revivals are at present in prog- 
ress, nor yet at Stratford-upon-Avon, 
where Shakspeare’s plays are now be- 
ing presented within stone’s throw of 
the little house where he wag born, 
nor yet in Paris, where, as well, his 
work holds the stage in a special sea- 
son of extraordinary brilliancy. 
Against all these I am content to 
match the high endeavor of Sothern 
and Marlowe, for these two players 
love their Shakspeare and are com- 
petent for his playing. Neither will 
they permit any flaw therein by others, 
if its prevention be possible to a most 
jealous solicitude. This truth, again, 
they proved last night in the breathing 
and vitally lifelike Verona romance of 
their Garrick setting. The fierce old 
feud of the Capulets and Montagues, 
the piteous tragedy of young love born 
of that deadly hate, the humanness of 
the ancient life, the charm and color, 
the enchantment of it all, arose and 
lived again, domi@ing the imagina- 
tion and holding spelbound all who saw 
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its vivid picturing. 

I do not know of any greater Juliet 
than Marlowe on our English-speaking 
stage today. There was a greater Juliet, 
when Marlowe herself was younger, be- 
cause Time alone now forbids the ab- 
solute perfection of the Marlowe por- 
trayal, since she may not entirety look 
the girlish Capulet. But she is still 
beautiful, and the years have dealt as 
little heavily with her as may be with- 
out a miracie, and her soul is Juliet’s 
soul as of her earlier days. 

Wherefore, last night we saw again 
the sweetest Juliet of our generation 
and felt again the rapture and the poig- 
nant stab of Juliet’s hapless fate. Mar-

President Reynolds of the 
Board and Chief of Police Young have 
been askéd by Herman 8S. Shapiro, of 
3966 Cook avenue, to clamp the Sunday 
lid upon every business in St. Louis ex- 
cept those dealing in the necessities of 
life, such as groceries and. drug. stores. 
He points to a Missouri statte for- 
bidding the sale of all articles save 
necessaries on the first day of the 
week, and declares that the Sabbath lid, 
as ordained by the law, is as full of 
holes as a sieve, through which leaks 
the business of hundreds of pawnshops, 
secondhand stores, tailor shops, station- 
ery stores, laundries, poot-blacking par- 
lors and sweatshops. 

Shapiro insists that he is not seek- 
ing to discredit the Sunday law by 
pushing its enforcement to an extreme, 
but declares he wishes everyone, for 
the sake ef health, to enjoy one day 
of rest in the week. 

“Wor instance,” he says, “‘my father 
and I have a shop for tailors’ supplies, 
and for 10 years we have worked seven 
days a week, from 7 a. m. to 10 p. m. 
We should like to take a day off every 
week, but are unable to do so, because 
all of our competitors are also open on 
Sunday.” 

“Laws Are Unpopular.” 
Shapiro says he appealed twice. to 
Chief of Police Young to enforce the 
Sunday regulations, but was informed 
that these laws are “unpopular,’’ and 
that the City Attorney had refused to 
prosecute under them. 

Thereupon, Shapiro wrote a letter to 
Judge Matt G. Reynolds, president of 
the Police Board, but has as yet re- 
ceived no reply. The letter, in part,

Man Accused With Ebeling 
in Missouri Pacific Hold- 
Up Closely Watched. 





A guard of N detectives, secret serv- 
ice men and deputy marshals, was 
thrown around William W. Lowe when 
he was placed cn trial Tuesday in the 
United States District Court on a charge 
of holding up a Missouri Pacific passen- 
ger train at Gleneoe Jan. 21 and rob- 
bing a mail cer. - 

Lowe was taken, shackled, from the 
St. Louis city jail to the Federal build- 
ing by six detectives. They delivered 
him to the United States Marshal, who, 
under special instructioré from the De- 
partment of Justice at Washington, took 
every possible precaution to prevent his 
escape. 

Ebeling Brought to Testify. 

Deputy Marshal Louis Wild went to 
Warrenton Tuesday to get George 
Ebeling, who confessed that he was 
the companion of Lowe in the train 
robbery, and James Lowe, a younger 
brother, who confessed that he heard 
William Lowe and Ebeling planning 
the robbery the night before. 

There are seven counts in the indict- 
ment. One charges Lowe with assault- 
ing and threatening a mail clerk and 
the other six charge him with stealing 
and rifling mail pouches. Lowe may 
be sentenced to life imprisonment on 
the charge of assaulting and threaten- 
ing a mail clerk. 

The morning session of the court was 
taken up with the selection of the jury. 
Many persons summoned for jury serv- 
ice were excused after stating they had 
formed opinions from reading newspa- 
per accounts of the robbery. 

Eleven of the twelve jurors s¢é- 
lected are residents of St. Louis. The 
only outside man is A. B. Crowe of 
Sullivan, Mo. The other members of 
the jury are Frank P. -Northrop, 
Girard B. Allen, George V. Steffens, 
Charles A. Rosebrough, David Fen- 
tress, Anthony Foerstel, Winfield 8S. 
Moore, William Pratt. George James, 
George Fleursheim, and John J. Rear- 
don, 

Planned for Three Years. 

In his opening statement to the 
jury District Attorney Houts said he 
would show that Lowe had been plan- 


ning the train robbery three years. 


He said he persuaded Ebeling to join 
him in the robbery three years ag°. 
but that Ebeling backed out and went 
West. 

After Ebeling’s return to St. Louis 
last December, Houts said,. Lowe per- 
suaded him to join in the robbeFy and 
sent him Gver the train route several 
times to familiarize himself with it. 
He sald Ebeling brought dynamite 
here-from Minneapelis to be used in 
the robbery, and left it at a house 
on Fall avenue, where it was found 
after the arrest of the robbers.

Troubles of Census Enumerators. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatca. 

The Government let it be known that men and 
women were wanted as census enumerators, and 
received, I understand, three times as many appli- 
cations as they had places for. We were all re- 
quired to take an examination, and after we were 
appointed had to put another day to be -instructed, 
then two more days to distribute the advance 
sheeta, that made four days’ work for which we 
received no pay whatever. Then we started in for 
the real enumeration, going from house to house, 
and then working at night and Sundays to com- 
plete what we partially collected during the day. 
In order to make our enumeration thorough, we 
had to visit one-fourth of the houses in our dis- 
trict from four to seven times, and all this for the 
princely pay of 2%-cents per name and 10 cents for 
a barn containing one to 100 cows, horses, etc. _ Iam a 
fairly rapid penman and it took me about two 
weeks to complete my work, and I recefved, or 
rather may receive, a little over $30, and I think 
this sum is about =the average- compensation. I 
venture to say that had the enumerators known 
what they were to receive for the work and Known 
what was required of them, the Census Bureau 
would not have been able to engage one-fourth of 
the required number. 

Please help us to collect our little pittance from 
the Government, for I hear we must wait at least 
two months longer.

Discretionary rights and powers are 
an unknown thing with the governors 
of the homes. If a soldier has had 
some difficulty in one of the homes and 
there is a mark against his record he 
cannot be admitted to another home 
without formal application having been | 
made to the board, which means the 
inspector-general at New York, even 
though the soldier might be lying help- 
less at the very gates of a soldiers’ 
home. I hold in my hand now a copy 
of a part of the official records from 
the county of Elizabeth City, Va., which 
stands as an indictment against the 
administration of the national soldiers’ 
homes and a disgrace to our Govern- 
ment. 

In the fallof 1909 Joseph H. Mahaffey, 
late of Company D, Fourth Pennsyl- 
vania Reserve Infantry, was an inmate 
at the temporary home in Washington, 
remaining here from the 5th to the 16th 
of September of that year. He had ad- 
dressed an application to the board of 
managers for admission into the sol- 
diers’ home at Hampton. His applica- 
tion was not replied to. On the morn- 
ing of the I6th of September the kind- 
hearted matron of the Washington Tem- 
porary Home, after giving the old vet- 
eran a warm breakfast and putting up 
a lunch in his basket, started him to- 
ward Hampton, happy in the anticipa- 
tion of comfortable quarters during the 
coming winter. He made application 
for admittance to the officers of the 
home at Hampton, but they were pow- 
erless to act upon his request. The 
old man became tw and a physician 
placed him in a carriage and sent him 
to the soldiers’ home, believing that his 
condition, which was then manifestly 
serious, would prompt the authorities 
to admit him to the hospital, It is a 
matter of record and shown by evidence 
adduced before the coroner's inquest 
that one of the officers at the home ad- 
vised the hackman to take the soldier 
back and dump him out on the bridge, 
a point close to the home. The hack- 
man stopped on the bridge and the 
soldier, made his way into the fields. 
The next afternoon he was found dead, 
and I submit now the report of the 
coroner’s inquest with reference to this 
disgraceful occurrence.

LONDON, May 17.—‘‘By order of the 
King,”’ Col. Roosevelt was received on 
arrival in England by the Ear] of Dun- 
donald, a distinguished soldier, and 
Commander C. E. F. Cunningham Gra- 
ham. But Cel. Roosevelt gave his heart- 
iest handshake to United States Mar- 
shal Seth Bullock and acknowledged 
with comparative perfunctoriness the 
salutations of the gentlemen sent by 
royalty. 

Seth Bullock, who came all the way 
from South Dakota to meet his old 
friend, saw in Cel. Roosevelt’s face 
something which escaped the strangers. 
Seeming proof that Marshal Bulleck 
read aright was found when, at King’s 
George’s suggestion, Cel. Roosevelt sub- 
mitted to examination by Dr. St. Clair 
Thompson, .a threat. specialist who 
treated the late King. 

That Cal. Roosevelt’s throat affection 
has not improved prevokes his fam- 
ily’s keenest sympathy, but no alarm is 
felt as yet. He will pass today in com- 
parative inactivity in preparation for 
the long drive at the King’s funeral on 
Friday. Then he must be in the open 
air while. the funeral procession goes 
three miles at snail’s pace. 
time Je will be the cynosure of 
thousands of eyes, but BE it 
will be the only oppertunity for 
Lendon te see him he is determined not 
to disappoint the people, whose welcome 
was expected to be the climax of his 
European tour. 

King Pays High Compliment. 

With the highest dignity King George 
paid Col. Roosevelt an exceptional com- 
pliment by receiving him and holding 
a brief conversation with him. The 
conventions would have been observed 
had Col. Roosevelt recorded his of- 
ficial call ag Special Ambassador by 
merely placing his signature on the 
visitors’ book at Marlberough House. 
So he did when he called during the 
day on the Dowager Czarina, her son, 
Grand Duke Michael, the King of Den- 
mark, the Duke of Argyll and Prince 
and Pri Louis of Battenberg. Of 
all the royalties he called on Col. 
Roosevelt saw only King George per- 
sonally. 

Ambassador Reid and all the members 
of the American Embassy staff were 
present on the arrival from Queensbor- 
ough of the special train bearing Col. 
Roosevelt and his family. But for the 
first time in making his first bow in a 
country only a small crowd greeted 
Col. Roosevelt, and the people did not 
cheer. 

The party drove, in the royal car- 
riages sent by the King, to Derchester 
House, Mr. Reid’s London residence. 

After breakfast there, all the Roose- 
velt family went to Buckingham Palace 
and viewed King Edward's body re- 
posing in the threne room. 

Haaken Calla om Him. 

Col. Roosevelt’s call on King George 
followed. Then the Duke of Connaught, 
the late King’s brother, and Prince Ar- 
thur of Connaught visited Col. Roose- 
velt. Later he was surprised by a visit 
from King Haaken of Norway, from 
whem he parted se recently. They 
talked half an heur. 

As special ambassador to the funeral, 
Col. Roosevelt will ride in a carriage 





He 
will precede dukes, lords, everyone less 
prominent than an actual ruler of a 
nation. 
Col. Roosevelt’s selection to represent 
the United States will deprive Ambas- 
sad»r Reid from the desired honor of a 
place in the procession, so hé must be 
content to await the funeral services in 
Windsor Castle.
